Convention Hall, Denver. July 10.— 


The night session of the Demociatic 
national convention was marked by a 
demonstration in favor 
of William 


Jennings Bryan which left no doubt 
In the mind of anyone present as to 
the outcome of the first ballot for the 
presidential nomination. 


The followers of Governor Johnson 


made a fair display of enthusiasm, 
but it paled into insignificance when 
compared to the wave of wild enthusi- 
asm which swept over the vast as- 
semblage when I. J. Dunn, at the close 
of a splendid oratorlal effort, placed 
the name of Bryan in nomination. 


The announcement of Judge Gray's 


name evoked little or no applause. 


A small American flag had been 


placed on every delegates chair prior 
to .the beginning of the evening ses- 
sion. This was the unmistakable evi- 
dence of the nominating session of 
the convention and quickened the in- 
te,rest of the spectators 
who early 


made a rush for the galleries, filling 
them to overflowing. 


At 7 o'clock, however, there were 


few of the delegates in their places. 
They had lingered long at dinner, the \ 
slow-dying twilight of the 
Colorado 


evenings proving deceptive as to the 
hour. 


A male quartette was an added fea- 


ture of, the musical progiam of the 
night session. They sang their first 
selection through megaphones and 
got a royal heccption from the gallery 
throngs. 


A' Chicago band relieved 
the cow- 


boy musicians \\ho had 
served so 


loyally since the opening of the con- 
vention on Tuesday. The bandsmen 
of the plains, it was generally agreed, 
had earned their rest. They have been 
untiring in their efforts to entertain 
the 
multitude 
and 
the 
excellent 


quality of their mubic has been widely 
commented upon. 


The hall had not cooled out from 


the afternoon session when tl.e even- 
Ing crowds began to gat nor iiiiu the 
heat promised an uncomfortable end- 
Ing to the protracted sitting. 


Rumors of another delay In receiv- 


ing the report of the platform commit- 
tee filled the air as the delegates as- 
sembled, and they prepared for an- 
other probable season of convention 


•wait for the rap of Chairman Clay- 
ton's gavel was robbed of much of Its 
tediousuess through the efforts of the 
quartette, whose members sang popu- 
lar songs and concert numbers 
at 


frequent intervals. 


At 7:15 the galleries were complete- 


ly filled and the majority of the dele- 
gates were in their seats but the offi- 
cers of the Convention were still wait- 
ing for tho report of the committee on 
resolutions. The band In the gallery 
worked with great Industry and when 
it struck UD "Dixie" the demonstra- 
tion that followed gavo a glimpse of 
the scenes certain to occur later in the 
night if a nomination was ma*?. The 
delegates, -» the fitst notes of the old 
war song foated out sprang up and 
waved their flags. 
It was instantly 


shown that the galleries too had been 
provided with them an in an instant 
the convention hall was a tossing sea 
of fluttering flags. The scene even 
though the greater part of tho elec- 
tric lights were not turned on, was 
really one of tue great beauty as the 
flags flashed back and forth, against 
the darker background of the crowd. 


At 7:50 o'clock it was whispered 


through the hall that the committee on 
resolutions had finished its work and 
would, in a short time, be prepared 
to present its repot t to the con\en- 
tion. 


It was just 7:50 o'clock when Chair- 


man Clayton brgan to rap for order 
which ho seemed within the minute.

By the time Judge Wade had con- 


cluded his address the crowd had in- 
creased still further and the doorways 
were packed in such a manner which 
howed mismanagement on the part 
of the doorkeepers that was not far 
from criminal. 
AH the doors were 


opened and no places in the entire 
building that was as impassible as the 
exists. 


There wns but one degree of con- 


gestion in them all and that was the 
highest possible. The only difference 
was that the more commodious they 
werp. the more people they held. Just 
as Judge Wade finished his speech a 
woman seated In the rear of press 
seats fainted away. It was out of the 
question to carry her out through the 
jammed aisles and it was found nec- 
essary to lift her bodily over the rail- 
ing of one of the boxes and she was 
only carried to the outside with the 
greatest difficulty. 


The galleries with a profound Ig- 


norance of the manner in which the 
convention should be managed, broke 
In with cries of "vote." "vote." When 
quiet was restored the chair recog- 
nized Representative Oilie James of 
Kentucky, of the committee sent to 
ascertain the probability of an early 
report from the committee on resolu- 
tions. He reported that the commit- 


fore midnight, fie then made a mo- 
tion that the rules be suspended and 
that the nominating speeches for pres- 
idential candidates be made, with the 
understanding, however, that no ballot 
should be taken until after the report 
of the committee had been received. 
The motion was adopted and the rules 
were declared, by the chair, to be 
suspended aud nominations to be in 
order.

no mistake in nominating the right 
man." he said, "Alabama 
yields to 


Xebraska." 


"I. J. Dunn of Omaha, will speak for 


the Xebraska delegation," announced 
the chairman of that state, while the 
cheering continued unabated. 


Mr. Dunn, who was to make 
the 


speech of the convention, in which 
the greatest interest was felt by the 
delegation 
and the spectators, is 


scarcely of middle age. His 
clean 


cut determined looking, clean shaven 
face is surmounted by dark 
brown 


hair, which owing to the 
emphatic 


manner in which he executed 
his 


speech with his head, was soon touch- 
Ing the center of his forehead. He 
spoke clearly and 
with a pleasing 


manner of delivery. 


As Mr. Dunn proceeded, 
almost 


e'very allusion he made to the char- 
acter of Mr. Bryan was enthusiastical- 
ly applauded, although he had not yet 
mentioned the name of the Xebraska 
candidate. 
The plaudits, however, 


were not long continued, and their 
transient character seemed to promise 
that the record breaking demonstra- j 
tion of Wednesday in honor of Mr. 
Bryan would not when the time ar- 
rived, be equalled in- duration, even 
if it proved to be of equal intensity. 


When Mr. Dunn declared that his 


candidate was the choice of the mili- 
tant Democracy of the country the 
convention broke in witn wild cheers. 
The ever-ready flags were tossed aloft 
and a roar of applause swept through 
ihe hall. While the cheering was at 
its height, a white dove was let loose 
from the gallery and flew across the 
convention hall, while the delegates 
hailed it with great enthusiasm and 
cheered as long as it was in sight. 


Mr. Dunn brought out the name of 


"William Jennings 
Bryan" with in- 


tense dramatic force and the response 
from the great throng was elecrtic. 
The delegates sprang up, the galleries 
followed suit and the demonstration 
was underway in a manner that for 
the time at least, promised to rival 
Wednesday's exhibition ot 
enthusi- 


asm. 


A few .moments after the cheering 


began an immense oil painting of Mr. 
Bryan was lowered 
from 
behind a 


monster American shield which had 
reposed over the 
chairmans 
desk 


since the convention began. The ap- 
pearance of the picture raired 
the 


pitch of the outburst to a veritable 
pandemonium. It was not lon^ then 
before the scenes of Wednesday's pro- 


Tne delegatea pourad from the con 
veu tion floor Into the already ovor 
crowded stage. James Dahlman - o 
Omaha, a Mryan leader, jumped to the 
secretary's, desk and urged the throng 
forward. 
The state standards were 


' grouped about the platform. Galleries 


j and delegates were on their feet wav 


I in the thousands of flags and cheering 
' themselves hoarse. Many of tbe New 
York delegates stood 
and cheered 


j with the others, but the majority re 
uaained seated. 


Only six banners were missing from 


the states in the parade through the 
aisle. There were Maryland. Minne- 
sota, Xew York, Georgia, New Jersey 
aud Delaware. 


Many Bryan 
banners 
which had 


been brought into the hall were quick- 
ly caught up and carried *hrough the 
aisles. One of the largest being from 
the Monroe Club of St. Joseph, Mo. 


The band in the balcony lent its 


share to the celebration of the Bryan 
followers and the blare of horns, the 
beat of drums and crash of cymbals 
cou!d Lc heard ^Lov^ the <llu of the 
shouting hundreds on the floor and 
the thousands in the galeries. 


The cheering swept the vast audi- 


toiium in great noise waves which 
echoed back and forth In a volume 
that incre&Med and diminished alter- 
nately as the delegates took breathin 
spells to renew their vocal enthusi- 
asm. 


The start of the demonstration set 


a dozen photographers to work and 
the boom of their flashlight explosions 
at times fairly shook the great build- 
ing, such an immense amount of pow- 
der was used. The explosions also 
served to fill the upper portion of the 
hall with choking white smoke, adding 
vastly to the discomfort of those al- 
ready forced to breathe the heavy at- 
mosphere of the upper strata. 


A feature of the demonstration nev- 


er before part of a national conven- 
tion was that the greater part of the 
cheering and uproar was distinctly 
neard by the candidate at his home, 
500 miles away, a telephone to which 
was attached an Immense megaphone 
which had been placed in the hall, aud 
Mr. Bryan at the other end of the 
wire was at Fairview, where he was 
able to hear the cheering in his honor 
that filled the convention hall. 


"We won't go home until morning." 


played the band, and the crowd yelled 
its approval of the sentiment. 


Forty-five minutes after the name of 


Bryan had ben mentioned, Chairman 
Clayton again tried to stay the tumult, 
but in vain. 
Another five minutes 


elapsed and he ,tried once more, but 
did not succeed even in driving the 
flagwaver from his own desk. 


Mr. Clayton stood the invasion a 


few minutes longer and then bodily 
dragged the men from 
his 
desk. 


With uplifted hand he stood trying to 
restore order and there were Increas- 
ing signs now that the outburst had 
about run its 
course. Half of the 


delegates, tired and hot, had resumed 
their seats. The more 
enthusiastic 


ones kept up the noise, however, the 
band pouring out tune after tune to 
add to the din of cheering, whistling 
and blowing of fourth of July horns. 


Another 
measure 
calculated 
to 


cause a cessation of the shouting was 
the turning out of many of the lights 
in the cluster on the ceiling. This 
had a marked effect and a storm of 
hisses that was directed at the shout- 
ers from all parts of the hall-helped 
the whole amazingly. At 10:20 when 
the demonstration's last cry had died 
away, Chairman Clayton directed the 
secretary to continue the calling of 
the roll of states.
